Boles Attends Meeting 


Jerry Boles of U.S. Brass 
Corp. represented the Plano 
Chamber of Commerce at a 
recent conference sponsored 
by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce at D-FW Holiday 
Inn. 
The 
subject 
of 
the 
conference was “ Clean Air 
Enactment of 1975,” and the 
context was the effect of the 
1975 Clean Air Act on in­ 
dustry and economic growth 
in the future-“ growth vs. no 
growth.” 
“ While this conference 
was aimed at persuading 
industry 
to 
w rite 
their 
congressional and Senators 
as soon as possible, it is not 
entirely industry that is 
going to suffer-- it is the 
population as a whole,” a 
c h a m b e r 
s p o k e s m a n 
commented. 
“ The 
United 
States is divided into dif­ 
ferent areas, there being 
three classes under which 
industrial growth or no 
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growth can take place. 
“ Class I prevents all but 
e x t r e m e l y 
m i n u t e 
degradation of the air over 
these locations; Class II is 
undeveloped lands in the 
United States areas which 
continuously meet national 
air standards; and Class III 
is areas where development 
can take place as long as the 
National Health and Welfare 
health 
standards are not 
violated,” he added. 
Under 
these 
E P A . 
regulations, the federal land 
managers have authority to 
redesignate any area under 
their supervision from Class 
II to Class I, in such case as 
Class 
I 
is a 
no-growth 
situation, the spokesman 
pointed 
out. 
Under 
the 
growth 
situation, 
the 
combinations of Class I 
areas plus buffer zones 
means that some states 
could lose as much as 70 to 80 
percent of their land for any 
type of new development, he 
claimed. 
“ As an example of no 
future growth, an electric 
utility industry submitted a 
study 
showing 
only 
an 
uneconomical 
20-megawatt 
or less power plant could be 
built in any Class II region,” 
he stated. “ However, E P A 
claims that 93 percent of all 
planned power plants can be 
built under its rules. They 
fail to say that if the power 
plants were built in Class II 
areas all other development 
would be precluded because 
the increment would be used 
up,’’ 
the 
spokesman 
revealed. 
New activities in farming, 
recreation and tourism will 
be limited due to the creation 
of dust loads which would 
violate 
particulate 
in­ 
crement increase, he con­ 


tinued. 
A recent Houston 
problem in 1974 was the 
E.P.A . stating that the City 
of Houston would have to 
clean up their air. 
“ They were told to reduce 
mileage travel in Houston by 
75 percent,” the spokesman 
asserted. 
“ They 
were 
to 
impose gas rationing, forced 
car pools, install emission 
controls on barges and ships, 
collect 
gasoline 
vapor 
samples at service stations, 
etc. E.P.A . wouldnot consent 
to have public hearings- on 
imposed controls. The city 
had to go to Texap 
Air 
Quality Control Board for a 
hearing,” he brought out. 
“ In June 1975, the city of 
Houston was able to obtain a 
draft of this amendment to 
the Clean Air Act. They are 
now mobilizing again and 
drafting 
their 
own 
provision,” the spokesman 
explained. 
“ This 
was one of 
the 
reasons for this series of 
meetings the U.S. Chamber 
sponsored to mobilize forces 
and to enlighten citizens as 
to what the Clean Air Act 
would mean,” he said. “ In 
some cases this would mean 
no new grass playing fields 
for children in areas where 
dust is too high, which could 
mean no new soccer fields. 
To people in Plano, it could 
mean forced car pools or 


some type of public tran­ 
sportation,” he added. 
“ The Chamber of Com­ 
merce suggests that you call 
either the 
Senate 
Public 
Works Committee, of which 
Senator Lloyd Bentsen is a 
member, 
or 
the 
House 
Commerce Committee, 
of 
which 
Representatives 
Eckhardt, 
Krueger 
and 
Collins are members,” the 
spokesman 
urged. 
“ Let 
these people know what you 
feel E P A. should not do. 
“ In 
the 
case 
of 
Representative Collins, you 
can rest assured that he will 
vote the way it would benefit 
Plano. 
However, let 
him 
know that you do appreciate 
his stand in this area,” the 
spokesman concluded.

Constitution’s Finance Article Ripped 


Comptroller Bob Bullock 
said this week that there are 
no 
free rides for either 
individual taxpayers or local 
governments in the Finance 
Article of the proposed 
constitution. 
“ Where the constitution 
giveth, it also taketh,”

Gun detectors w'ere installed 
at the dock and by work 
areas. 
Alcatraz opened its doors 
in 1934 and when the prison 
closed on Ju n e 30, 1960, 1,460 
prisoners had served tim e in 
its cells. Of those, 219 were 
co n d itio n a lly re le a s e d , 74 
were freed when their term 
expired, 
and

w ere 
killed, com m itted suicide or 
died from pneum onia within 
its walls. 
The first w arden imposed 
a rule of silence. Later, rules 
w ere relaxed somewhat but

Another part of inm ate 
punishm ent was elimination 
of news of the outside world.

“ S carface” Capone w as 
caught running his gam bling 
business from an Atlanta 
prison cell, so he was locked 
in a safety rail car, taken 
across country, loaded onto 
a barge and hauled to the 
prison gate, never seeing the 
light of day. 
Capone w as suffering from 
a social disease while con­ 
fined at Alcatraz. Some say 
the prison and the disease 
broke the talkative Mafia 
leader down mentally by the 
tim e he left The Rock. His 
m other’s visits to Alcatraz 
were b arred after one trip 
because she could speak only 
a Sicilian dialect of Italian, 
and guards could not censor 
her conversation. 
Capone lived in a typical 
A lcatraz cell — five feet 
wide by nine feet deep, with 
a wall bunk, a little work 
table, a toilet and wash basin 
and a shelf for the prisoner’s 
personal belongings.

Duck season is just around the corner Timing seems to be 
right this year because quite a few of the early flights have 
been seen around Lake Lavon recently. T h u s far, A n g e rs a 
Lavon have indentified Blue Wing and Ctnnamjn T e a , 
Mallards, Canvasbacks, Redheads, some Scamps, and 
e 
ever present Coots and Double-Crested Cormorants. Blue 
Snow, Canada, and a few White-fronted geese have also been 
seen on the lake.

For those who missed our earlier report we wlll re^ 
that only boat blinds on the water and camouflage net blinds 
on land will be permitted. There is no permit required for 
either of these blinds. Any floating or fixed blinds will be 
removed and-or destroyed. 
If you hunt other game, squirrel hunting is fair to good in 
the upper reaches of the lake. Some quail have been seen at 
various spots around the reservoir and a few dove are 
starting to migrate through. 
Fishing seems to be holding up well, the Lake is in its tau 
turnover. The best fishing seems to be with minnows for 
crappie and catfish about six inches to a foot off the bottom^ 
The State Highway Department has started rebuilding r M 
546 at Branch. Fences have been reset and culverts are 
being widened and deepened. Construction should be getting 
into full swing very soon. 
There have been many rumors circulating about cutting ot 
trees on government property around Lake Lavon. In the 
past, removal of timber for firewood has been permitted 
only in areas that were contracted for clearing, the con­ 
tractor could do as he wanted with the timber involved, 
including give it away.
